• 3 COMPETING TYPES OF BALANCE: 

1. Traditional Nation States 

United States=sole, dominant power 

2. Nation States and Global Markets 

"Supermarkets" 

3. Individuals and Nation States 

Individuals have more power to 
influence markets and nation states/ 
"Super empowered" individuals appear 

1998: United States fired cruise missiles 
($1 million each) at one person— Osama bin 
Laden. Considered the first battle between 
a Superpower and an empowered angry 
man. Second battle: September 11, 2001
